Appointment of Guy Cole of paramount 
importance to Ohio/African 


Within the next few weeks 
President Clinton probably will ap- 
point the next judge to Federal Ap- 
peals Court. The cy has been 
created by the semi-retirement of 
noted civil rights attorney and jurist 
Nathaniel Jones 

The leading candidates for 
this position are former Ohio Attor 
ney General Lee Fisher and R. Guy 
Cole, Jr, af t bankruptcy 
judge and partner in Columbus 
largest law firm, Vorys, Sater 
Seymour and Pease 

We believe thal the appointment 
of Cole to this seat is of paramount 
importance to Ohio generally and 
to the African American community 
specifically. As a threshold matter 
Cole is eminently qualified for the 
position. He has already served as 
a Federal Judger, having sat on the 
United State Bankruptcy, and has 
practices law continuously since 
his graduation from Yale Law 
School in 1975. Most of us know 
him as an outstanding trial lawyer 
and commercial lawyer at the 
Columbus based firm of Vorys, 
Sater, Seymour and Pease, a 300 
awyer firm headquartered here in 
Columbus 

Cole was the first African 
American to become a partner at 
that firm, and has been a pioneer 
in the Columbus legal community. 
He was one of the first African

Bar 
Association and has been active in 
the American Bar Association, the 
National Bar Association and the 
Ohio State Bar Association 

Of even greater importance js 
the need for President Clinton is to 
follow through on his commitment 
to appoint judges and other officials 
who mirror the diversity of, our 
society, In addition to Judge Jofes 
there is only one other African 
American Judge who sits on the 
Federal Appeals Court for the Sixth 
Circuit (which hears appeals from 


Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Michigan) 

In appointing Cole to the seat to 
be vacated by Judge Jones, Presi- 
dent Clinton will only preserve the 
hard-fought gains of African 
Americans to secure a seat on the 
Sixth Circuit. It is imperative that 
President Clinton does not lapse 
into the benign neglect of the 
Reagan-Bush era when there were 
no Blacks appointed to the Sixth 
Cirquit, and when there were very 
few Blacks appointed to the 
Federal bench at all 

Furthermore, Clinton's appoint- 
ment of Cole to the bench would 
signal a genuine concern by the 
President for appointing African 
Americans who have 
demonstrated significant leader- 
ship #n the Black community.

Finally, we must take issue with 
those who have commented that 
Cole's Achilles’ heel is his lack of 
involvement in Democratic: Party 
politics. This must be considered 
only a red herring. Obviously, Cole 
could not have been involved in 
politics during his years as a 
bankruptcy judge; federal law 
prohibited such political activity He 
has otherwise been active in 
democratic politics, providing the 
quiet leadership and counsel that 
have led him to have the support of 
political luminaries across the 
spectrum, from national figures as 
Congressman Louis Stokes, to 
other stale and local Blacks elected 
officials.

free of slavery’s ills. Slaves still 
worked in New York and freed 
Black tradesmen looking for jobs 
lost out to the flood of lesser skilled 
European immigrants. Thugs 
known as Blackbirds kidnapped 
freed and fugitive slaves and 
smuggled them out of town and to 
the slave markets in the southern 
states: But, the most powerful tool 
against Black equality was the 
press, entirely owned and 
Operated by whites. Mordecal 
Noah, publisher of several 
newspapers, including the New 
York Enquirer, printed frequent at- 
tacks on Blacks, ges | many to 
oppose reforms to aid Blacks. In 
the spring of 1827, a group of Black 
leaders, from the Northeast, met in 
New York to counter the racist 
propaganda of the white press. Out 
of that meeting, held at the home 
of M. Boston Crummel, a 
prominent Black businessman and 
shipping magnate, came the crea- 
tion of Freedom's Journal, with 
Cornish and Russwurm at the 
helm. The paper was published 
until 1829, ultimately being dis- 
tributed throughout the northern 
states, Canada, Haiti, England and 
even in some of the southern 
states. 

Freedom's Journal defined the 
role of Black-oriented publications 
in succeeding decades as cham- 
pions freedom and equal rights for 
people. Continuing to light the road 
to freedom, in the late 1800s, 
Frederick Douglass’ North Star 
newspaper was a dominant force 
among Blacks and whites. In the 
early 1900s, Douglass’ crusade 
was taken up by leading publishers 
such as Monroe Trotter in the Bos- 
ton area, John Murphy in Bal- 
timore, Robert Vann in Pittsburgh 
and Robert S. Abbott in Chicago. 
In the early part of this century, 
publications such as the Afro- 
American newspaper chain; the 

._| Chicago_Defender;--Pittsburgt 
Courler and the Boston Guardian 
were the principal mediums dis- 
cussing issues and events affect- 
ing African Americans and 
dominated Black minds, thoughts 
and actions. Great family busi- 
hesses and traditions evolved 
through generations via the Black 


Press, such as: the Scott family of” 


Atlanta; Murphy's of Baltimore and 
Washington, D.C.; Mitchells of St. 
Louis; Sengstakes and Johnsons 
of Chicago; Perrys of Philadelphia;

After 50 days 


hen Newt Gingrich was Jeading the charge 
against the Democrats in the last election, 
he promised in his “Contract with America” 
that the House of Representatives would, within the 


first 100 days of operation, vote on measures which 
would carry out a massive restructuring of government. 


The “100 days" symbolism was significant. It 
hearkened back to the "New Deal” pronouncement of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, who, within his first 100 
days of office, had put into place legislation designed 
to bring the nation out of the depths of thé great 
Jepression -- legislation, and more importantly, a focus 
)f government which was radically different than what 
nad gone before 

Now,after 50 days of “Newtonian” politics, we have 
seen dramatic results. The first, and easiest, step the 
Congress took to fulfill the “Contract with America® was 
requiring Congress to abide by ail the laws it imposes 
on others, such as civil rights statutes, wage and hour 
requirements, and occupational safety laws. There 
was little controversial about this measure: Ohio Sen 
John Glenn had been fighting for the measure for 
years. It ended Congress’ stature as America’s “last 
plantation." 2 

But the remainder of the contract has not been so 
easy, of SO uncontroversial. It appears that the 
Republicans themselves -- who have gained power on 
the push for term limits -- now are debating whether, 
and how much, they want to impose this on themsel- 
ves, The U.S. Term Limits organization, which has 
been the national arm tor this movement, has attacked 
the Republicans -- including specifically several Ohio 
Republican legislators -- for hypocrisy on this issue; a 
measure particularly of concern to the group is spon- 
sored by Florida Congressman Bill McCollum, which 
would replace all state-enacted term limits statutes with 
a federal one 

In the area of criminal justice, the Republican 
majority in the house has passed a measure which 
panders to the national hystena about punishment for 
crime, It violates all the Republicans histone concern 
about the intrusion of the federal government into the 
nights of states by allowing federal money for prisans 
building Jo only those states in which incarcerated 
serious felons serve at least 85 percent of their senten- 
ces. And it also has severe constitutional questions in 
its willingness to allow a “good faith* exemption for 
warrantless searches. No less a constitutional 
authority than outgoing sixth circuit appellate court 
judge Nathaniel Jones has expressed serious con- 
cerns about this measure, saying that it would “gut the 
fourth amendment from the Constitution." 

It is in the area of spending for human and social 
services that the Republicans have done the most 
myschief already. The House has already passed a bill 
cutting spending already appropriated by the House in 


1994 by more than $17 billion -- with $7.2 billion of that 
coming in one area, housing. Other human services 
programs have already been affected 

And the Republicans are planning even deeper cuts 
in the future, as the plan calls for block grants for human 
services spending. 

Hf you're a young struggling mother trying to teed 
your children, you're probably in trouble: the recision 
bill cut already-appropriated funding for Head Start and 
the Women's, Infants and Children's (WIC) program 

\f you're @ poor family struggling to survive through 
a cold winter, you're already in trouble: they have cut 
the low income housing energy assistance program 

lf you're a poor child in school and needing the 
resources of the federal government just to get a 
decent meal, you're probably in trouble: massive cuts 
are contemplated for school feeding programs. 

if you're a poor student seeking a better life through 
college, you're probably in trouble: the House is looking 
to cut grants and loans for college students. 

In short, if you're one of America’s poor trying to 
achieve a better life -- or even merely survive in the one 
you have -- you're probably going to be further im- 
poverished by this round of budget cuts being proposed 
by the House Republicans in their “Contract with 
America," 

\t is clear that, after 50 days, the Republicag legis- 
lative leadership, especially in the House, is planning 
a frontal assault on the New Deal's “contract” with the 
poorest of America's citizens. By the time their plans 
are completed, the goalis to take from the the resour- 
ces to house them more adequately; feed them 
moderately; and educate them appropriately. None of 
the rhetoric they have used recently -- about the need 
for budget tightening; about shared sacrifice from 
everyone, about how the private sector will step up and 
help -- can erase that stark fact , 

In fact, part of the Contract with America is designed 
specifically to shield some Americans from the 
sacrifices others must make! the Republicans are 
pushing a reduction in the capital gains tax which will 
provide windfall tax savings to. some of the nation’s 
wealthiest citizens 

President Clinton, who is threatening to veto parts 
of the contract, has said of the Republicans, “what they 
want to do is make war on the kids of this country to 
pay tor a capital gains tax cut,” 

We believe, sadly, that this harsh language is cor- 
rect. Our early vote on the Republicans first "50 days” 
is that, on balance,,it has been disastrous for those in 
America who do not have stocks and bonds, or six-fig- 
uré Incomes. 

We can only hope that President Clinton will 
demonstrate the courage of his convictions to veto 
same of the most destructive expressions of the GOP 
leadership's demonstrated desire to turn back the clock 
on help for America’s poorest citizens 


Contract on Black America 


T: Republican Revolution" and its makeshift 
constitution otherwise known as the “Contract 
With America" has been criticized by President 
Clinton and other prominent Democrats as a threat to 
the children and the poor, and rightfully so. However, 
he general tenor of the actions of Congress have the 
appeararice of a contract ON Black America 
We have already cited the cuts in low income hous- 
ing, heating bill subsidies and Head Start, that were 
propriated by the last Congress and now cut retroac- 
ly to pay for a capital gains tax cut that will benefit 
wealthy individuals and corporations. These cuts will 
iffact all low-income Americans, but like everything 
Ase. they will be disastrous in the Black Community, 
Now, the "contract's" legislative agenda will turn to 
direct hits" on Black America. For starters, Eleanor 
Holmes-Norton, the District of Columbia Delegate, has 
been stripped of her right to vole on the floor of Con- 
gress, This act leaves the entire, predominately Black, 
taxpaying ($1.6 Billion at last count) population of the 
District without Congressional representation 


On affirmative action, they have already voted to 
end tax breaks for companies that sell broadcast licen- 
ses to minorities, a program that was created to foster 
minority ownership to those peat denied access 
to electronic media ownership, This will benefit primari- 
ly well-off self-employed persons, who will now be able 
to deduct a portion of the cost of their.medigal in- 
surance 

Next, they have vowed to completely dismantle 
affirmative action, the Voting Rights Act and the welfare 
system, and unless we mobilize, it looks like no-one 
can stop them 

We urge our readers to write to The President, our 
Senators and Congressmen, and to let them know that 
we are about to start our own revolution. Our political 
organizations should be planning voter registration and 
education programs throughout the state, so that the 
Black community will once again become something to 
be feared, and not trampled over 


Preserve Central State 


T: announcement that Central State University 
President Or. Arthur Thomas will be stepping 
down in 1997, amid serious financial problems 
atthe institution located near Wilbertorce, may have 
caused the enemies of this school to sharpen their 
knives 

Central State has been onthe state's chopping block 
since at least 1974, when the tornado which leveled 
almost half the campus caused then-Gov. John Gilligan 
to seriously debate closing the institution. At the time, 
it was only through the aggressive intervention of the 
state's Black legislative caucus that Central State was 
saved 

Now, Ohio’s only state-supported institution of 
higher learning that is predominately Black is facing a 
fight for its life again, Hamstrung for years by inade- 
quate budgets; serving a student population that is 
often poor and in need. of great financial assistance, 
and with the Smallest enrollment of any of the state's 
14 state-supported four-year universities, Central State 
has always faced an uphill battle. 

But in its 108-year history, Central State University 
- like other historically-Black colleges and universities 
across the country -- has played an absolutely-critical 
role in preparing generations of young Blacks for 
leadership, Leaders such as the opera singer Leon- 
—e Price -- and Dr. Thomas himself -- have passed 
through and beyond her corridors, enriching the nation 
with their skill and courage 


And Central State continues to serve an important 
function, It represents a caring, nurturing environment 
for many Black students. It provides opportunities for 
higher education for astudents who are, on the whole, 
significantly poorer than those at other schools. It has 
established a number of programs with community 
colleges around the state, including Cuyahoga Com- 
munity College in Cleveland, to facilitate the transfer of 
Students from these schools to Central State 

itis building @ water resources program which will 
provide new career opportunities for minority students, 
even as it meets the water needs of Ohio -- and the 
world 

At has been more successtul than just about ary 
institution in Ohio in identifying and recruiting Black 
males, who comprise 47 percent of the school's student 
population, And-this is at a time when matriculation 
rates for Black males have been in a years-long drop.. 

Central State University is a critical institution for 
Ohio. Its loss would not only be disastrous for the 
Students who attend it; it would be a loss for all the 
citizens of the state. 

Gov. George Voinovich has, in his budget request, 
proposed a 3.4 percent increase in the major sup- 
plemental subsidy for Central State University. We 
hope that the legislature can see fit to raise this amount. 
As the legislature deliberates. over the fate of Central 
State, we hope all parties will recognize the tremen- 
dous contribution this institution has made to Ohio's 
history -- and preserve, and strengthen, its unique role, 
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New kid on the block 


In case you hadn't noticed, there's 
a new kid on the block in the Ohio 
Senate 

She's Janet Cohen Howard, and 
her difference is not merely that she's 
@ woman (there are now five among 
the 33 in that body, including a Black 
female, Rhine McLin); or that she's 
Black (she's one of four); or even that 
she's a Republican. After all, they're 
in the majority, 

No, what makes Janet Cohen 
Howard, who wan election overwhelmingly to the seat 
held for more than a quarter-century by Democrat 
William F. Bowen, is not that she's any of the above, 
but all of the above. In fact, she's sui generis -- one of 
a@ kind -- in that august body. Howard is, in fact, the 
only Black Republican in sither house, and the first.to 
serve in the Ohio General Assembly since Dayten's 
Dave Albritton was defeated in 1972. 

in that regard, she represents a growing trend: the 
election of Black Republican officeholders. In. Cincin- 
nati, that trend has resulted in the election of Charles 
Winburn (a former Democrat) to the Cincinnati City 
Council; in Columbus, to the election of Jennette Brad- 
ley to Columbus City Council; and to Ken Blackwell's 
election to the post of State Treasurer. Now, the 
Congressional Biack Caucus has two Republicans 
among its 40 members, with former Oklahoma Sooner 
quarterback J.C. Watts joining Connecticut's Gary 
Franks 

As part of that trend, Howard.is certainly being 
showcased by her fellow Republicans: she has already 
been made vice-chair of a standing committee, and is 
a key sponsor of the bill pushed by Senate 
Republicans which would toughen criminal sentencing 
laws. 

Howard is a major supporter of welfare reform. 
“When we've got two and three generations in one 
family on welfare, it's not doing what it's been designed 
to do," she says of the current welfare system. "It’s got 
to stop." e 

She says that a welfare reform measure ones 
being debated in Congress -- which would cut o 
benefits to teenaged mothers, and turn Aid to Depend- 
ent Children and other programs into a block grant to 
be administered with few federal strings -- is not 
“punishing poor people," but "building self-esteem." 

She is a supporter of the state's minority business 
set-aside law, but she believes there is a need for 
“some fine-tuning of the measure," including more 
Clearly defining who "minorities® are, 

Howard is not a johnny-come-lately to the political 
wars, "I'm one that worked my way up within the party," 
she said. Attracted to the Republican party by the fact 
that it was the party of business leaders, and pledging 
to "take that information back and use it in my com- 
munity," Howard has moved in Republican circles for 
a number of years, serving as a volunteer and ward 
politicfan before winning the senate seat formerly oc- 
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cupied by Bowen against Bowen's strongly-supported 
successor candidate, Cincinnati city council member 
Tyrone Yates, She received 58 percent of the vote 
against Yates -- although she received only 45 percent 
of the Black vote in the district. 

That is a figure with which she was disappointed. 

"It should have been stronger," Howard asserted, 
based on her years of work in the Black community at 
the Community Action Commission, Cincinnati's com- 
munity action agency. 

But Howard felt that she was up against the problem 
that often faces Black Republicans: the identification 
of other Blacks with the Democratic party, 

“People feel if you're Black, you have to be a 
Democrat," Howard said. But that's a notion with which 
she fervently disagrees. “You can be what you want 
to be." , 

- Howard reflects the argument made by a number of 
Black Republicans -- that Blacks must always have 
advocates on both sides of the political line, “This is 
America, and it’s basically a two-party system," 
Howard said. Now, she asserts, her party affiliation is 
an advantage, since Republicans control both legisla- 
tive houses and the governor's chair. “If | were not 
there, we wouldn't have anybody sitting at the table in 
the majority,” Howard said: 

"| don't think it's different" she responds when asked 
if there is Black Democrats and Black Republicans 
have a different perspective. While Black Democrats 
and Black Republicans want to end up in the same 
place -- parity and economic self-sufficiency -- “how we 
get there is maybe different." 

She has an indictment of the Democrats that they 
have, historically, “taken the Black vote for granted.” 

And she points to her own election as a sign that 
Republicans will not do likewise: she notes that, inher 
district, she won more votes than either Rona 
Reagan or George Bush among white Republica, 
although she admits that neither of them was running 
against a Black Democrat (in her case, Yates) 

Howard, of course, will be given an opportunity to 
become a star of the Republican-dominated legisla- 
ture. At the same time, she will face the challenge of 
helping shape a Republican agenda which is not per- 
ceived as being anti-poor or anti-minority. A pretty 
high-profile position for someone who is a new kid on 
the block. 


Look before you leap 


By the time that you read this 
column, Sammie Campbell Parrish 
will already be back home in North 
Carolina. Parrish, the former super- 
intendent of the Cleveland Public 
Schools, resigned her position in 
large measure because 
Cleveland's powers-that-be kept 
“getting into her mix," 

And since too many cooks spoil 
the broth, Parrish decided, and 
rightly so, to get out of the kitchen, 

This has left our urban school 
district in somewhat of a crunch, 

For one thing, the district now must put in place, 
rather quiskly, an interim superintendent to run the 
ship. Politics and power aside, there is this little matter 
of educating some 74,000 students who sometimes 
appearté be bit players inthis ongoing drama of turning 
around the Cleveland School district. 

That's why it would behoove Cleveland School 
Board members to think real careful about the next step 
they plan to take in the wake of Parrish's exit. 

My advice to the elected policy makers at the School 
Administration building ig to pick someone already 
within the school district to fill-in for Parrish, That 
person should be a professional educator with a bona 
fide superintendent certificate. P 

The Heya behind this suggestion is simple: The 
average parent is sick and tired of having politics and 


education mixed. All theyewant for their children are 
what most parents want, Namely, the ability to read, 
write and compute, If some social skills are picked up 
along the way, fine. But the bottom line is getting their 
children a basic education. 

That's what’School Board members need to be 
concentrating on right now, Putting in place someone

to fill the void left by Parrish. Putting in place someone 
qualified to serve as an interim chief executive officer 
of one of this country's largest urban schoo! districts.

Too much time has been spent already on petty 
politics and attempting to placate the wishes of 
Cleveland's 54th mayor in regard to the school system. 
The bottom line is the kids of this town, their education 
and their future. It is not about anything else nor should 
it be. 

There has been talk that some School Board mem- 
bers want fo appoint the district's treasurer as Parrish's 
temporary replacement. And while the treasurer is 
imminently qualified in the area of finances, | don't think 
I've read anywhere that he’s also a trained educator. 

What Cleveland kids need is someone trained to 
lead their school district. They need someone dedi- 
cated to their future and well- . Most of all, they 

someone who has their best interest at heart, 

It's kinda funny. The district had someone like that 
at the heim, but now she's enjoying the North Carolina 
weather.

A dream not deferred...the Hope 3 program

What happens to a family when 
the dream of homeownership is 
deferred or never realized? In Case 
study after case study, social re- 
searchers have documented that in 
the American society the failure of 
families to obtain homeownership is 
the one of the significant factors 
leading to the destabilization of 
many households. Numerous 

newspaper reports, television and 
radio broadcasts have shown with 
graphic intensity the plight: of 
families exhibiting dysfunctional be- 
haviors primarily as a result of the 
high levels of stress and goals in- 
cluding homeownership. This side 
of the story about a dream deferred 
has been well documented and by 
now most Americans are all too 
familiar with the story line. What 
about the other side of the story 
when the dream of home ownership 
isnot deferred? What nay palodh to 
the family living in urban 
when the dream of basic economic 


goals including homeownership is 
realized? 

For Nicholas and Tonya Wade 
and their six year old twins Jeremy 
and Jermaine, the idea of home 
ownership is the stuff American 
dreams are made of. The Wade's 
dream of homeownership became 
reality when they were the first fami- 
ly to purchase a home under the 
Hope 3 program in the Greater Lin- 
den Area, 

For Tonya, the reality of 
homeownership has given her fami- 
ly a new lease on life. “There is- 
nothing like owning your own home, 
| believe. this is Lb cornerstone to 
eae Ss successful 
household, My husband is pleased, 
the children are happy and I'm ex- 
cited about the Hope 3 Program." 

What is the Hope 3 Program? 
Hope 3 is an acronym for Housing 
Opportunities for People 
Everywhere. As part of the National 
Affordability Act of 1990, the United 
States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development established 
the Hope 3 program. This program 
is structured to promote 
homeownership opportunities for 
low income families and individuals, 
to expand the supply of decent 


housing in the Linden Area by 
rehabilitating single family units cur- 
rently owned by CMHA for owner- 
ship and to provide support 
activities for home buyers such as 
maintenance training, budget and 
credit counseling. The Hope 3 pro- 
gram is supported by a unique 
public and private sector partner- 
ship which includes the city of 
Columbus, CMHA and local finan- 
cial institutions. The Hope 3 pro- 
gram is administered by the city of 


Columbus through the Department. 


of Development. The Columbus 
Metropolitan Housing Authority 
provides the housing units and the 
consortium of local financial institu- 
tions including household finances, 
Bank One, Fifth Third, National City, 
Society, State Savings, County 
Savings and Huntington Bank 
provides the home mortgages. 
This type of innovative public 
and private sector Ve tongily a has 
improved the possibilities for many 
low income families to become 
homeowners, Each Hope 3 partner 
has a pivotal role to play in the 
success of the program, The com- 
mitment of local financial institu- 
tions has made the difference in the 
success of the Hope 3 program 


Tim Brown, mortgage loan 
originator with Household Bank, 
believes “The Hope 3 program is an 
asset to the revitalization of the 
Greater Linden area. Household 
Bank is proud to be a partner in this 
effort.” Hydia Green of County Bank 
agrees with Tim and she is very 
pleased with the local banking com- 
munity for participating with the 
Hope 3 program.

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Williams, 
West rap 
about race 


Most of us live in insulated "Black" or 
“white" worlds. We may have to deal with 
people of other races al our jobs or when 
we venture beyond the confines of our 
“comfort zone" to grocery shop or-go to 
the. movies. But .for the most part, the 
majority of us stick to our own kind, living 
life on the "color line.” 

Gregory Howard Williams, dean of 
The Ohio State University Law School, 
has had a unique experience, which he 
described during a lecture at the Colum- 
bus College of Ari and Design's Canzani 
Center on Wednesday, Feb, 22. 
Williams’ appearance was sponsored by 
the Thurber House's "Evening With 
Authors" series. pte! 

“Life on the Color Line: The True Story 
of a White Boy Who Discovered He Was 
Black" chronicles Williams’ amazing 
story. He is currently on a whistle-stop 
promotional book tour. His book is receiv- 
ing alot of national attention and acclaim. 
He has made appearances on “Oprah 
and "Dateline NBC." 

Williams spent the first 10 years of his 
life thinking he was white. Growing up in 
segregated Virginia, he enjoyed all the 
privileges and advantages of a white boy. 
His parents ran a bar that provided a 
comfortable, middle-class existence: 
The boys had new bikes “and boasted 
that their family was the first in their 
neighborhood to have a television set. 
Williams attended a “whites only" school, 
went to "whites only” movie theatres and 
swam in "whites only” pools. 

The heavy drinking of Williams’ al- 
coholi¢ father Buster eventually caused 
the family business as well as his mar- 
riage to collapse. Gregory Williams’ 
world was turned-topsy-turvy when his 
mother left and his father moved him and 
his brother to Muncie, Ind. A startling 
revelation forever changed Williams’ life: 
His olive-complexioned father was not of 
Greek or Italian heritage; he was a half- 
Black, half-white mulatto, 

The Williams boys were subjected to 
an. entirely different reality in Muncie. 
Gone were the days of comfort and 
privilege. They stayed with their Black 
grandmother, who worked as a domestic 
and earned $25 a week, and attended an 
integrated school where they were ac- 
cepted fully neither by the Black or white 
kids. For the first time in his life, Gregory 
Williams experienced racism, being 
called names by the white kids when they 
found out about his Black heritage. 

Williams’ mother abandoned her 
boys, totally vanishing until they were in 
their late teens. By then, she had remar- 
ried and had other children, In order for 
them to reenter her life, they would have 
to deny their Black heritage and become 
“white” all over again, The Williams boys 
refused to do this 

Williams fielded questions from the 
audience after his lecture in a O&A ses- 
sion moderated by Franklin County 
Municipal Court Judge Janet Jackson. 
He didn't seem defensive at all and 
answered every question thoroughly and 
candidly. He related that he considers 
himself Black and, being married to a 
white woman, he considers his children 
biracial 

The question | wanted to ask Williams 
but didn't get an opportunity to was, since 
he considers himself Black, why did he 
end up marrying a white woman? The 
photo section of Williams’ book shows 
that Ke dated Black girls and, in fact, took 
one to the prom, but why did he ultimately 
choose.a white- woman? Was he subcon- 
sciously searching for his mother? 

Williams’ story demonstrates how 
color-struck our society still is. If he had 
found out his father was part Hispanic or 
part Indian, no problem, but Black still 
has a lot of stigma attached to it. Since 
Williams’ Black heritage is so far 
removed and. he looks completely white, 
it's pretty ludicrous that he considers 
himself Black. But in American society, 
one drop of Black blood makes you 
Black, 

The reason Williams considers him- 
self Black, he said, is-because he felt 
more-accepted by the Black community 
in Muncie. Another good question is: Ifhe 
had been more accepted by the white 
community, would he therefore consider 
himself white? 

This reporter comes from a racially 
integrated family. Both my stepparents 
are white and all of my half siblings are 
biracial, It is my opinion that biracial 
children should not be .

“It's an honor and a privilege and 
a blessing’ to be in Columbus 
West said as he took the podium; 
citing his many friends and sup- 
porters in Ohio's capital city. 

West, who strongly resembles 
filmmaker Spike Lee, expounded 
on everything from politics to cur- 
rent affairs in his deep, raspy voice. 
His main point seemed to be that. 
like it or not, all humans are biolegi- 
cal relatives. “All human beings go 
back to Africa," said West. "Their 
genetic heritage goes back to the 
Nile Valley," 

Whites, though genetically 
linked to Blacks, have done much 
to destroy people of color's sense 
of self, said West. “White 
supremacy begins first and 
foremost in the degradation of the 
Black body," he said. Whites con- 
vinced Blacks "they had the wrong 
hips and lips and skin color and hair 
texture," 

“The attack on Black beauty 
goes hand in hand with the attack 
on Black intelligence," West said 
citing the controversial book "The 
Bell Curve," which he believes "is 
but another voice in the long, long 
history of trying to convince Blacks 
they have no intelligénée." 

West praised Black minds like 
W.E.B. Du Bois, whom he called 
"the greatest scholar ever to 
emerge out of the African American 
community." He recommended that 
the high schoolers in the audience 
pick up a copy of Du Bois' "The Soul 
of Black Folks,” before buying 
“Race Matters," ne jo kingly added. 

West believes "To be a person 
of African descent is to have an 
experience with the absurd in 
America." Music has played a key 
role in helping African Americans 
survive, he said: "It's no accident 
why music plays such a large role 
in the lives of African Americans in 
soothing and caressing and easing 
the pain." 

He said he gets tired of being 
asked to be the spokesman for 
Black America by his white col- 
leagues at Harvard. West em- 
phasized the diversity in the Black 
community, from entertainers to 
athletes to doctors and teachers. 
“Black genius is manifest across 
the board,” said West. 

With the GOP's "Contract With 
America" (or “Contract ON 
America," as | refer to it) and the 
growing tension-between different 
groups in society, "| conclude we're 
living in one of the most ys 
moments in history in this country, 
said West, 

The rich are getting richer and 
the poor are gettin rer and the 
middie class is shrinking, “Ina mo- 
ment of economic decline, more 
and more people experience 
downward mobility. ... That brings 
out the worst in all of us,” said West

Defense witness Rosa

Los Angeles Police Detective 
Tom Lange was on the witness 
stand for four days, walking the 
court through the crime scene 
where the June 12 murders of 
Nicole Brown Simpson and Ron 
Goldman, O.J. Simpson, charged 
with the murders, has pleaded in- 
nocent, 5 

During Lange's testimony on 
Feb. 22 and 23, he detailed how the 
murders were probably committed, 
saying that Nicole Simpson was 
likely killed first since her bare feet 
had no blood on them, meaning 
she didn't walk through any blood 
"She was in a semi-fetal position,” 
Lange said. "The left arm and hand 
extended from the body into what | 
would term the so-called ‘death 
grip,’ or cadaveric spasm." 

O.J. Simpson turned away and 
looked at the ceiling as graphic 
photos of Nicole's body appeared 
on a seven-foot screen in court 

Lange also described 
Goldman's body: “The eyes were 
open. The body appeared to be

Portfolio 
Asset 
Allocation

Individual investors tend to build their 
portfolio with whatever is handy -- stock 
in the company you work for, hot tips from 
friends; or.a bond with an interest rate that 
seemed too good to resist. Alittle here, a 
little there with no organized plan. 

Unfortunately, not only does this often 
result in an unbalanced portfolio, but also 
one that does not maximize value for you, 
and possibly even exposes you to inor- 
dinate risk 

What most investors want and need is 
a portfolio4a, which the assets are allo- 
cated among a mange of investments, 
each carefully selected to help meet your 
financiatgoals. A qualified advisor can 
help you build a balanced portfolio, but 
you should understand the basic éle- 
ments 

One easy way to visualize asset al- 
location is a pyramid divided into three 
layers, with each layer decreasing in size 
from bottom to top. This illustrates the 
practical idea that you should first estab- 
lish a relatively large foundation of 
secure, low-risk investments and then 
move up, layer by layer, to potentially 
more rewarding (and also riskier) growth- 
oriented and tax advantaged invest- 
ments. The peak of the pyramid is 
reserved for the most speculative invest- 
ment, consisting of "play money” which 
an investor can afford to lose 

The bottom (and largest) layer of the 
pyramid should establish a safe, broad 
investment base and i made up of cash 
equivalents -- bank accounts, CDs, 
money market funds -- as well as invest- - 
ments such as your IRA and insurance 
which meet special financial needs. Think 
of this layer as an investment foundation 
upon which to build. Ti 

The second-largest layer consists of 
more growth-oriented, tax-advantaged 
investments. This layer includes such 
fixed-income investments as corporate 
and municipal bonds, zero coupon bonds 
and utility company stocks. Most of these 
investments also are liquid, meaning that 
they can be converted to cash easily and 
quickly. 

Moving up the pyramid in terms of risk, 
the top (and smallest) layer consists of 
growth stocks, aggressive growth- 
oriented mutual funds and convertible 
bonds. The objective of these types of 
investments is capital appreciation or 
“wealth building,” not mainly income 

Each of the investments in this top 
layer is subject to market fluctuations, 
and offers no guarantee of income or 
increases in value. A growth company, for

The investment pyramid 
described above is only a basic 
model of asset allocation. The 
levels at which you invest and the 
amount you invest at each level will 
depend on your available assets 
and objectives.

In 
her book "Unbank the Fire: Visions 
for the Education of African 
American Children" she describes 
what she believes is wrong with ine 
education children are receiving

In “Unbank the Fire" Hale says 
no extraordinary measures need to 
be taken to give Black Bhildren a 
better education. One of the main 
problems she has found is that 
learning is boring for African 
American children, especially boys 
Much of the boredom she blames 
on white, female teachers, who she 
Says are not teaching children 

‘Education is very boring for 
African American children," Hale

Hale ‘says being taught by the

work anymore. People who are 
taught in this manner just won't go 
very far in the 21st century.

"Learning needs to be made fun."

He lectured the African-American community on 
establishing more Biack owned businesses and the 
need to employ Black workers 
He accused the Black middle class of buying into 
white society's value system 


"The Black middle class confuses wants with 
needs," he said. "We “believe it is more secure 
managing (white ownéd) businesses than starting 
our own," 

As an educator he said there is no easy pay to 
success for Black students 

"Whatever you do most, you do best," he said. 

He then gave the following five ways Black stu- 
dents can succeed at the college level 


‘There are five European corrupters (or) five ways 
to buy Black leadership," he said. "Give them a job. 
Give them money. Give them drugs. Give them sex 
And finally - give them.a white woman!" 


Kunjufu also blamed white female school 
teachers for, the failure of young Black males in 
school 


He said the fate of the Black man was inthe hands 
of white women teachers. He continued by saying 
schools reinforced the "have and have-nots?’ “win- 
ners and losers," “olassism" and "capitalist values." 

"Racism is about insecurity," he said, "People 
who are secure are not bothered by differences." 


Hale was the founder of Visions 
for Children, a demonstration 
school designed to facilitate the in- 
tellectual. development of African 
American preschool children, Edu- 
cated in Columbus Schools, she
